HOW TAXES AFFECT LA N D VALUES. 
Millard Peck, professor of agricultural economic 
a’ 
Iowa college of agriculture, says that if the tax per acre 
on a piece of land drops $1. the \alue oi th* 
land .mt■ >* 
matically increases about $20 an acre. 
Taxes on corn bell land valued at $100 an aciv prob­ 
ably niJ l averag e about $1.50 an acre, so there is small 
fhance of a reduction of $1 an acre in the lax bill. 
Nev­ 
ertheless the computations of Die professor are of inter­ 
est and may be made 
a basis of such figuring a? may 
bt 
based upon actual conditions. 
It is a matter of simple in­ 
terest, but not every one may analyze the problem. 
He 
says: 
“ The tax load influences the value of land. 
If the tax 
per acre on a piece of land .drops $1 an acre, the value of 
the land automatically increases about $20 an acre, fig­ 
uring interest at 5 per cent. 
In other words, the interi t 
on $20 at 5 percent is $1. 
The purchaser of land should 
inquire carefully into the local tax situation.’ 
Most of us who are not buying or selling land think of 
the tax only as an annual expense item, not computing it 
effect upon the value of a farm. 
Yet, a reduction of do 
cents an acre in taxes not only reduces the annual ex­ 
pense charg ed against the farm, but make, the capital ac­ 
count worth an additional $1600 
o n a 160-acre tram. 
The question is how to g et the 50-cent reduction.

priation. 
The diversion bill without 
the 
appropriation measure is worthless. 
Horner I’ledges Veto 
But the failure lo pass the ap­ 
propriation 
is 
probably of 
small 
moment anyway. Governor Horner 
reiterated his intention of vetoing 
the liquor diversion bill. 
in addition to passing the liquor 
divei ;ou measure, the Senate yes­ 
terday pa•* < cl two other school aid 
bills neither of which have yet re­ 
ceived House sanction.

to muster a two- 
thirds vote for this bill so even 
if it is later passed by the House 
and approved by the Governor it 
would not become 
effective

July 1 with the result 
that 
the 
schools would receive no financial 
aid from it until after August 1. 
Governor 
described the legisla­ 
ture's efforts to date as • an effec­ 


tive 
gesture 
which 
accomplishes 
nothing.’’ 
Where the fault for the Assem­ 
bly’s failure to do anything con­ 
crete for the school 
lies depends 
largely on political view point. 
Each Blames Othfr 
Democrats 
blame 
Republicans 
and Republicans blame Democrats, 
Non-partison observers blame both. 
Republicans advanced the 
plan 
to divert sales and liquor taxes to 
the schools; Democrats champion­ 
ed the gas tax diversion program. 
School organizations, instead of 
concentrating their efforts on any 
one program, agreed 
to take 
all 
three- a 
manifest 
impossibility. 
The Homer administration oppos­ 
ed the Republican plan for taking 
the Uquor and sale:- tax 
revenues 
and the Republicans were just as 
active m their opposition to divert­ 
ing gasoline taxes.

Republican 
minority 
was 
joined in its efforts to stop the gas 
tax diversion program by the Illi­ 
nois Municipal League, the Illinois 
Agricultural Association, numerous 
associations of contractors, cement 
mills and oil refineries.
